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HOW PLANTING TREES IN CITIES CAN SAVE LIVES

Yet another study has reaffirmed the idea that living near nature is good for 
human health— and can even save lives. A new paper, just published Monday by 
The Nature Conservancy, suggests that planting trees in cities can result in cooler 
temperatures and reduced air pollution for millions of urban residents. The paper 
was released at the annual meeting of the American Public Health Association, but 
it has not been published in a peer-reviewed journal. 


The study indicates that a global invest- 
ment of $3.2 billion throughout 245 of the 
world’s largest cities— that’s about $4 per res- 
ident— could reduce pollution-related mor- 
talities by anywhere from 2.7 to 8.7 percent, 
saving up to 36,000 lives every year. This level 
of investment could also reduce temperatures 
on the hottest days of the year for millions of 
people, save up to 48 billion kilowatt-hours of 
electricity annually and avoid up to 13 million 
tons of carbon dioxide emissions each year. 

“Cities usually think of trees just as aes- 
thetic ornamentation,” said lead study author 
Rob McDonald, lead scientist for The Nature 
Conservancy’s Global Cities program. “But 
we wanted to show there’s a lot of benefits. 
Cities should be thinking about their public 
health goals as connected to and integrated 


with their urban goals.” 

Previous research has already shown that 
trees are capable of both cooling and cleaning 
the air in urban spaces. They provide shade 
and are able to redirect some of the sun’s en- 
ergy into their own biological processes, low- 
ering the ambient temperature. And they can 
remove harmful particulate matter from the 
air around them. 

These are important benefits, both in 
terms of economics and human health. Pre- 
vious research estimates that exposure to 
particulate matter leads to about 3 million 
premature deaths around the world each year. 
Excessive heat can also lead to heat stroke 
and even death, declines in productivity and 
spikes in air conditioning-related energy use. 

The new study focused on 245 cities around 


the world, which are home to about 910 mil- 
lion people, relying on previous research to 
assess the impact of trees on ambient tem- 
perature and air pollution. The paper sug- 
gests that existing urban trees already reduce 
air pollution by at least i microgram of fine 
particulate matter per cubic meter for about 
52 million people worldwide. And more than 
68 million people are benefiting from a reduc- 
tion in summer temperature of up to 3.6 de- 
grees Celsius, thanks to the trees. 

Planting additional trees will only increase 
these benefits, the paper goes on to suggest. 
The authors analyzed a variety of future sce- 
narios, from minimal to large investments 
in future tree-planting. The maximum tree- 
planting scenario— that’s the $3.2 billion 
global investment— showed significant sav- 
ings in energy and greenhouse gas emissions 
and tens of thousands of lives saved each year, 
thanks to cooler temperatures and cleaner air. 

The researchers note that the biggest ef- 
fects of tree-planting are likely to be seen in 
cities with high population densities and high 
levels of pollution or heat. 

Geoffrey Donovan, a research forester 
with the U.S. Forest Service, said the paper’s 
approach to looking at temperature and air 
pollution seemed “reasonable”— but he add- 


ed that there are many other links between 
vegetation and health not included in the re- 
port. Exposure to nature has also been shown 
to decrease stress, encourage exercise and 
promote social connectivity he pointed out. 

“It’s very important to realize that you’re 
only looking at the rate of return on two very 
specific benefits,” he said. 

Where trees are planted, what species are 
chosen and how they are arranged also makes 
a difference in the benefits they confer. On 
the other hand, there’s also a large body of 
research supporting the temperature and car- 
bon-saving benefits of urban trees described 
in the paper. 

And when the full range of health benefits 
are considered, there’s a definite case for invest- 
ing in more urban tree-planting, Donovan said. 

The researchers note that tree-planting, 
alone, will not solve the world’s temperature 
and pollution problems. But it’s a cost-com- 
petitive way to at least address a fraction of 
the issue, improving the lives of millions in 
the process, they say 

“We’re not at all saying trees replace other 
things,” McDonald said. “But as part of the 
tools in the toolbox that cities have to deal 
with these two issues, they make a lot of sense.”

Adulting is hard. Ask Jessica Lambert. The 
Kimpton Gray Hotel head bartender offers 
a reason to drink about it with a peculiar 
elixir fit for big kids clinging to youthful joys 
as simple as slurping cereal milk from the 
bottom of a generous bowl of corn flakes. 
The cocktail, aptly named Adulting is Hard, 
is inspired by ice cream— more specifically, 
cereal milk soft-serve from the Newark- 
based Momofuku Milk Bar. 

“That drink is like one of those things 
where I had this really crazy idea and it actu- 
ally worked,” Lambert said. “[The cereal milk 
soft-serve] was just amazing, and all I wanted 
to do was throw it in a blender and make a 
mudslide out of it.” 

Instead, she created something more 
sophisticated (and less ’8os-tastic). The drink 
blends i2-year aged rum, pisco, oloroso sherry, 
honey lime juice, Angostura bitters and chai- 
spiced cereal “milk” (a dairy-free mix of thai 
coconut and almond milks, toasted corn flakes 
and chai masala spices) topped with black 
lime zest. Imagine if Cinnamon Toast Crunch 
invited apple pie over for a pool party and the 


two disintegrated into a tasty marriage you'd 
be delighted to crush down to the last drop. 

Though the cereal milk-inspired cocktail 
might not scream of its South American 
influence, that’s what Lambert does best at 
Boleo, The Kimpton Gray’s rooftop bar. The 
27-cocktail menu introduces myriad beautiful 
Latin spirits— from pisco to fernet— with 
playful, inviting drinks that merge conti- 
nents. The i5th-floor bar is a sexy Latin 
sanctuary that transports you to a Jurassic 
Park island by night with tropical trees and 
fiery red lights glowing under a retractable 
skylight roof 

The menu takes guests on a slew of exotic 
vacations, with the first stop in Peru, where 
Lambert explored pisco distilleries and 
tasted “game-changing” Amazonian citruses 
this summer. Boleo ’s chilcanos— a blend of 
pisco infusions, including guava-strawberry 
coconut-lemongrass and pineapple-cinna- 
mon, plus housemade ginger syrup and car- 
bonation— honor Peruvian cocktail culture. 

Lambert was introduced to a new world of 
citrus fruits in South America, such as bright

She’s working with what she can here 
even attempted to repHcate a Peruvian lime, 
which she describes as if a “lemon and a IbTiC 
had a baby with a hint of orange in it,” by lin- 
ing two types of limes for a syrup in the 
sour. She hopes she and chef de cuisine Aluxci 
Hernandez, a Peru native, can bring soni-L 
the fruit here. 

Fernet and cola is an Argentinian specLll- 
ity and Boleo offers two types of fernet with 
housemade cola plus a classic Fernet-Branca 
with Coca-Cola, served on tap ($10 each). 
The Fernet JeHnek with house cherry cola 
is a much Lighter option compared to the 
standard Branca and cola, a heavier syr- 
upy pairing. Anise notes in the Jelinek are 
more balanced, and warm baking spices 
complement the cherry flavors, making for a 
smoother combination. 

Along with paying homage to Latin cocktail 
culture, Lambert successfully introduces 
South American spirits into familiar classics. 
The coconut negroni ($12) is the drink for true 
coconut lovers. A blend of pisco fat-washed 
with unrefined coconut oil, Campari and 
sweet vermouth, the drink captures all of the 
best sensory qualities of a coconut, right down

topped with diced avocado and crispy wont- 
ons, certainly reciprocates an oral adventure 
on par with the cocktails. The pepper and 
citrus oils cHng to the scallop, creating a tin- 
gly mouth explosion (or a citrusy assault for 
my date, who was less fond of the combo). 
The corazon ($12), skewers of tender beef 
hearts in a peppery, creamy huancaina sauce 
with grilled potatoes, was more his speed. 

Lambert’s genius concoctions present 
complex flavors in an uncomplicated manner. 
Maintaining the integrity of South American 
spirits in Americanized cocktaihng is no 
small feat. Boleo delivers in the most ap- 
proachable way, affirming that, while adulting 
might be hard, cocktails can be a vacation.

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Bono is one of Glamour’s ‘Women of the Year’ 
—now, how does that work, exactly?

A mong the winners of this year’s Women of the Ifear Awards bestowed 
by Glamour magazine: Simone Biles, the record-breaking Olympic 
gymnast; Emily Doe, the Stanford sexual assault survivor whose 
stunning open letter documented the impact of her trauma; and 
Patrisse Cullors, Alicia Garza and OpalTometi, three founders of the Black Lives 
Matter movement. Also: Bono, the lead singer of Uz. 


The rock star was cited for his creation of 
Poverty is Sexist, a campaign focused on docu- 
menting the link between gender and poverty 
and offering support to the world’s poorest 
women. It’s the first time in the awards’ 27 years 
that Glamour has enshrined a man alongside its 
annual roster of accomplished women. 

The magazine explained that, beyond Bo- 
no’s specific work, it was simply time to rec- 
ognize the importance of men in the fight for 
women’s equality— that they are not just help- 
ful but necessary for the success of feminism: 

“For years our Women of the ^ar Advisory 


Board— made up of past winners, plus our 
editors —has put the kibosh on naming a Man 
of the Year on the grounds that men aren’t 
exactly hurting for awards in this world, and 
that here at ‘Glamour,’ the tribe we’re into 
celebrating is female. But these days most 
women want men— no, need men— in our 
tribe. When the president declared himself 
a feminist, when super-cool actors line up 
to endorse the United Nations’ #HeForShe 
campaign, when a major male rock star who 
could do anything at all with his life decides to 
focus on the rights of women and girls world- 


wide-well, all that’s worth celebrating. We’re 
proud to name that rock star, Bono, our first 
Man of the ^ar.” 

Uh, yeah. For fans of the late, great NBC 
comedy “Parks and Recreation,” this all 
sounds an awful lot like that episode where 
Ron Swanson won the Dorothy Everton 
Smythe Woman of the Year award— for a 
project conceived and led by Leslie Knope. 

But across social media, some women 
weren’t exactly amused by the Bono award. 
BONO?! 

A few reiterated the very point made (and 
then dismissed) by Glamour itself: that men 
aren’t suffering from a lack of attention or cel- 
ebration in our society 

Granted, it’s fairly standard for any media 
outlet looking to gin up attention for their 
“(whatever) of the year” or “top 10 (whatev- 
er)” lists to make a controversial choice— how 
better to make sure people pay attention? 

Christiane Amanpour, CNN’s chief inter- 
national correspondent and a 2005 Woman 
of the Year, defended the award committee’s 
choice in Glamour: “I think Bono is the per- 
fect choice for this first-time honor because. 


now 56, he’s been trying to do good for as long 
as he’s been making music,” she wrote. 

Amanpour said that she asked him how he 
reacted to the news that he’d won. 

“ ‘I’m sure I don’t deserve it,’ ” she said he 
told her. “ ‘But I’m grateful for this award as 
a chance to say the battle for gender equal- 
ity can’t be won unless men lead it along with 
women. We’re largely responsible for the 
problem, so we have to be involved in the so- 
lutions.’ ” 

(Maybe this is a good time to mention that, 
in that aforementioned episode of “Parks and 
Recreation,” Ron Swanson took the stage 
to accept his award— and insisted that it be 
given instead to the woman who deserved it.) 

The full list of this year’s Women of the 
Year winners— which also includes pop star 
Gwen Stefani; model and body activist Ash- 
ley Graham; Christine Lagarde, the director 
of the International Monetary Fund; Islamic 
State kidnapping survivor and anti-genocide 
activist Nadia Murad; designer Miuccia Pra- 
da; and actress Zendaya— will be honored 
this month at a celebration in Los Angeles, 
according to Glamour.
